1 0 | | on 4 June 1953 3 16 Pe-2s and 2 biplanes were 

observed at 2woalfaxing (P 49A 48) airfield* No air activity was observed* 

The degree of cloudiness changed beteeen 3/10 and 9/10* There' was an easterly 
wind of 10 to 15 km/h*. visibility of 15 km s ‘a celling at a tout 2*000 meters 
and intermittent min showers* 

2 0 Twelve Fe-*2s were stationed at the field on 5 June,, 25X1 

There was a 2/10 overcast at about 2*000 meters* a westerly wind of about 10 km/h 
and good visibility* Np, flights were made* No activity was observed at the field* . 
Oaring the entire time 'of observation* no soldiers were seen at the field* A long- 
wire antenna with masts about 6 .meters high and about 15 meters apart was loca™ 
ted south of the hangars * From noises heard from the direction of the barracks pcv-i 
area source inferred that the barrac ks installati on was occupied* No weapons ox 
equipment were observed there* Truck I Loaded with a box and occupied 25X1 

by personnel wearing red-bordered ana black- bar de red blue epaulets* left the 
barracks installation* No other motor vehicles ware observed entering or lea- 
ving the installation* • 

3* on 5 June* sentries wearing black-bordered blue 

epaulets were posted at Altkettenhof in Schwechat (P 49/S 48)* No motor vehic- 
les were observed in the garages* Nine of leers wearing blue service color en- 
tered the installation,, In the real' section of the Installation- 5 officers and 
8 EM apparently wearing black- bordered blue epaulets wore engaged In athletics * 

No observations could be made at the building opposite Altkettenhof.

field" and Schwechat military post since March 1953 and the continuously redu- 
ced number of aircraft indicate that the bomber regiment was transferred* It
